About Displayed Goods. 


There is an old English law, I am told, 


whereby a "shopkeeper"' can be com- 
pelled to take from his show window 
and sell at the price marked any article 
a customer points out. 
Several com- 


paratively recent arrivals in this coun- 
try have cited this to me, and kicked 
with both feet because of refusals to 
spoil a show window display by taking 
a pair of shoes of a brand and size of 
which there are hundreds in stock. As 
far aa I can learn the enactment was in- 
tended to prevent the manufacture of 
samples for windows and the palming 
off on persons attracted thereby of 
"something equally as good." 


However true it may be that the old 


English common law regards the price 
on an article in a window as a contraot 
between the store owner and any passer- 
by who tenders the money, there is no 
such ordinance or law here. Often peo- 
ple insist on having something from the 
window, and decline to accept its exact 
duplicate. In that case, if the article is 
an expensive one, we strain the point 
and get it down; but if it is something 
low priced we give the customer the al- 
ternative of taking a duplicate or 
nothing.—Interview in St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 


Professor l*aue's Famous Ability. 


Among men of letters the most promi- 


nent ambidexter is probably Professor 
George Martin Lane, pope professor of 
Latin in Harvard. It is his habit to 
stand facing the middle of the black- 
board. He begins to write a sentence 
with his left hand, and runs along until 
he reaches a point in line with his face. 
Then he shifts the chalk from his left 
hand to his right, and continues writing 
until he reaches the end of the black- 
board. When calling the roll the stu- 
dents know by the motion of the pro- 
fessor's hands just the mark he intends 
to make. 


He writes with his right hand until he 


comes to a scholar who answers "not 
prepared." The pen is instantly changed 
from the right to the left hand. Every- 
body knows that means a goose egg. 
Professor Lane is noted for being one of 
the finest Greek and Latin scholars in 
America. His most famous contribution 
to contemporaneous literature, however, 
is a little out of this line. He is the 
author of that piscicultural epic, "The 
Lone Fishball."

New Magneto Telephone. 


A new magneto telephone gives prom- 


ise or being largely used in England. 
The invention consists of an arrange- 
ment for combining a telephone for do- 
mestic purposes with a crank bell pull, 
such as is ordinarily met with in houses; 
and the special merit in it lies in the fact 
that it may be fitted without disturbing 
any of the existing arrangements or re- 
quiring a skilled workman to be sent to 
fix it. Indeed, any man of ordinary in- 
telligence may fit it for himself without 
trouble, A similar telephone beine fitted, 
say in the kitcben, a bell is used in the 
usual way to call the servant's attention, 
and upon her taking up the telephone 
the order is transmitted without render- 
ing it necessary for her to enter the 
room. The telephones being magneto 
instruments no battery is required at'all, 
and the possibility of future trouble and 
cost of maintenance is avoided.—New 
York Commercial Advertiser. 


Self ^Locking Envelopes. 


Doctors have inveighed against the 


dangerous gum which is used ou some 
envelopes, and mishaps have been fre- 
quent as the result of damping the gum 
011 envelopes with the tongue. All pos- 
sibility of sach accidents is removed by 
the automatic lock envelopes which have 
been patented. On the flap of the en- 
velope are two projecting flanges, and 
all that is necessary to do to close the 
envelope is to fold these flanges by ready 
stamped lines, and insert the flap thus 
narrowed in a Blot provided, whereupon 
the folded flanges automatically lock 
themselves in the'slot, and the envelope 
cannot be opened without tearing it. 
The operation sounds much more com- 
plicated than it really is in practice, for 
one of these new envelopes can be closed 
as readily as the better known gummed 
envelopes.—New York Telegram 


Another New Gas Lump. 


A new type of gas lamp that has been 


introduced abroad consists primarily of 
an argand burner inclosed in a globe, 
with the air for supporting combustion 
admitted both above and below the 
flame. The lower supply of air passes 
through the center of the burner, while 
the upper supply enters from above the 
burner into the globe, which incloses 
besides the burner a metallic deflector 
upon which the flame impinges and is 
conducted to a porcelain bell mouthed 
exit above. The supply of air entering 
from above is thus highly heated in its 
passage. The result of the well balanced 
proportions of gas and air admitted to 
the globe, which practically becomes the 
combustion chamber, results in a brill- 
iant bulb shaped light of high illnTni- 
nating power.—New York Telegram.

of all the votes oast to elect, und as Davis 
did not receive that nomber, the Republi- 
can will be elected by the Legislature. 


lo Connecticut, Morris, the Democratic 


candidate for Governor, had ft majority of 
nil the votes oast. 
The Lower House oi 


the Legislature being Republican refused 
to declare him elected, while the Senate, 
which is Democratic, recognized him as 
Governor. The result is two Governo.-s, 
one recognized by the Democrats, and tne 
other, the old Governor, who is reoognizxJ 
by the Republicans, in the Notmeg Stats. 


Thore was also trouble in New Hamp- 


shire, where the Democrats claimed a ma- 
jority of the Legislature and none of tbe 
candidates for Governor was elected by thb 
people, bnt the Republicans, through the 
ngeocy ol the Secret »ry who made up the 
legislative roll, succeeded in capturing the 
Legislature and declaring Tattle, Republi- 
can, elected.

said a public call had been made for the 
meeting and out of six or seven hundred 
taxpayers only 30 or 40 had responded and 
attended the meeting. If the people and 
taxpayers thought they bad been robbed 
why didn't the Grand Jury bring the rob- 
bers before the bar of justice? He would 
Toluntarily assist in prosecuting the plun- 
derers. 
If finch a committee as the reao 


lution called for was appointed it would 
take nearly every person at the meeting. 


Mr. Beck defended hia position. 
Commissioner Hymers defended himsell 


from the charges. Said he was an old tax- 
payer, and while occupying the position ol 
Commissioner, he had faithfully and hon 
estly performed the duties of the office and 
had the interests of tbe county at heart as 
much aa any taxpayer. 


Hon. Wm. Thompson moved to adjourn 


sine die. 
The motion was lost, and Mr. 


Beck moved to adjourn for one week and 
the motion prevailed.

mucca, Eureka and Rosebnrg, where the 
excess varies from 0.04 to 0.77 inches 
Tbe deficiency ranges from 0.04 at Keeler to 


5.50 
inches at Portland. The deficiency at 


San Francisco is 1.11 inches, The largest 
monthly rainfall was 6.00 inches at Fort 
Canby, and the smallest 0 00 at Yuma 
Tbe greatest in twenty-four hours was 1.32 
inches at Roseburg en the 1st and 1 18 at 
Eureka on the 26th. Rain and snow fell 
on 27 days in Washington, on 30 days in 
Oregon, on 24 days in Nevada, on 25 days 
in California, on 7 days in Arizona. 


TEMPERATUBB. 


It baa been above the normal in South- 


ern California, tbe Sacramento Valley, 
Southern Arizona and Northern Nevada 
It has remained stationary in Western 
Washington and has fallen in Oregon, East- 
ern Washington, Southern Nevada and tbe 
San Joaquin Valley.

FORGERIES COMMITTED IN JAlC. 


Callfornlu Convict Whose Career of 


Crime Did Not End In Prison. 


By some strange accident there has 


>een discovered in San Quentin prison a 
rime as odd and uncommon as any that 
G-aborian's fertile brain ever evolved. 


In the ordinary prisons it is usually 
•resumed that once a criminal has been 
ecttrely lodged within the walls his 
career'of crime is ended for at least the 
lerm of his incarceration. 
While this is 


not entirely true of the California peni- 
entiary, it has heretofore managed to 
:eep most of its occupants from the 
commission of felonies of which other 
prisoners were the victims. 


It remained for Convict C. B. Bach- 


man, however, to distinguish himself in 
a way that no jailbird before him ever 
did, and by such ingenious improvement 
of the opportunities offered him as to 
mark San Quentin as one of the most 
uncommon prisons in the world. There 
s a great deal of managerial method iu 
ihe administration of affairs at San 
Quentin of the kind that carping critics 
call red tape. Among the many forms 
which are rigorously carried out is that 
of having envelopes, which are intended 
;o carry communications to the deputy 
warden, printed with his name and title 
in full upon the face. 


"When anything of importance had to 


oe communicated to the deputy it was 
invariably intrusted to a convict to in- 
sure it safe delivery. 


Bachman, who is serving a long term 


for arson; Failing, a life convict, and 
;Fat Jack" Kiley, who has about forty 
years' penalty to pay for a felonious as- 
sault, all had access to the deputy war- 
den's mail. These three prisoners en- 
joyed the privilege of reading all these 
important communications addressed to 
the deputy warden whenever it suited 
them to do so, and all because of those 
imposing and official looking printed 
envelopes. 


A supply of the envelopes was easily 


purchasable. 
Whenever there was a 


letter intrusted to a convict messenger it 
fell into the hands of one of the trio. It 
was quietly taken aside, the envelope 
torn open, the contents read and noted, 
and provided these critical readers found 
nothing objectionable in the letter it was 
placed in one of the extra envelopes and 
delivered in due form. 


In his milirthat is to say the deputy 


warden's portion of it, Bachman one day 
discovered that an old man, William 
Phelps by name, who, is serving a life 
term for murder, had several hundred 
dollars on deposit in the warden's hands. 


Bachman had been spending his money 


in a royal, spendthrift way, and found 
his exchequer in a low ebb. Here was a 
chance to recoup, and to play a stroke 
worthy of his genius and opportunities. 


He gained the confidence of the old 


man, told him he had influential frienda 
and promised to get him pardoned. Then 
the clever firebug sent for a lawyer and 
told him of the case and interested him 
in Phelps. Later on Bachman gave the 
lawyer an order on the warden for a 
considerable sum of money, with Phelps 
signature attached, and also a note of 
•ipproval bearing an officer's signature. 


The order was taken to the warden, 


who wrote a check for the amount, and 
was about to give it to tbe lawyer wheu 
an officer standing by suggested that it 
would be wise to send for Phelps and 
see if it was all right. The officer was 
not suspicious, but simply familiar with 
his surroundings. 


Phelps was sent for and denied ever 


having written the order. It was ex- 
amined and found to bo a forgery. Then 
the officer who had approved the order 
was summoned, and denied as emphat- 
ically that he had_ signed the note of ap- 
proval. This was also fovmd tQ be a 
forgery. 


A little further investigation was sug- 


gested, and, although rather unprece* 
dented, was carried out, and it was 
found that Bachman was the author of 
both of the forgeries.—San Francisco 
Examiner.
